New Equipment For Equipment Acct’s 


N the first of September, Equip- 

ment Service Accounts, SP General 
Office, converted from manual to 1.B.M. 
operation to handle car records. Hence- 
forth, it will be far casier and quicker 
to find out the number, type, and loca- 
tion of freight cars on Pacific Lines. 
Also, the system will be used to deter- 
mine settlements with other companies 
for use of equipment, and number of 
foreign cars on line and system cars off 
line. 


There are three major sources for the 
information compiled by Equipment 
Service Accounts on its International 
Business Machines: Conductor’s Car 
and Tonnage Reports, showing move- 
ment of all cars on the system; Daily 
Interchange Report of Cars, showing 
ears received and delivered through our 
direct connections; and Junction Re- 
ports, showing interchange of system 
cars between railroads other than our 
direct connections, 

Upon receipt of these basic reports by 
Equipment Service Accounts, they are 
checked for accuracy and then passed to 
operators who punch cards showing 
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movement made by each individual car. 
These cards are then passed to sorting 
and tabulating operators who organize. 
the cards by ownership and car number 
and file them for ready reference. 

At the close of each month cards are 
listed on accounting machines and the 
ear records are printed in book form. 
The punch cards are also used for pre- 
paring other related statistics. 


H.R. Groth is auditor of equipment 
service accounts, and C. H, Flemer is his 
assistant.

Then they looked ahead at the large 
white form rising out of the early morn- 
ing haze. As they drew close the form 
took shape, and they could discern the 
sleek lines of the ocean liner Lurline, 
just arrived from Hawaii. 

One at a time, the launches pulled 
tight against the liner’s side beneath an 
open mid-port and discharged their pas- 
sengers. The last man to climb the rope 
ladder worked for SP. He was Herbert

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Johnson, the Company’s “sea-going” pas- 
senger agent, coming aboard to make 
train reservations for the ship’s passen- 
gers, and to deliver tickets for train 
transportation already arranged. With 
Johnson, who meets all incoming pas- 
senger ships, was Passenger Agent J. J. 
“Mickey” O’Brien, who often assists 
him. 


On board, Johnson and O’Brien went 
to the main lounge where they set up a 
sign and went into business. Sleepy pas- 
sengers were drinking coffee and pass- 
ing back and forth between various 
tables, getting clearance slips from gov- 
ernment people, and arranging for the 
handling of their baggage and transpor- 
tation, Many of them came over to John- 
son and O"Brien’s table to pick up 
tickets or to make reservations. 


By eight a. m. the Lurline was moving 
from its first anchoring place by Alca- 
traz Island, and heading for the Matson 
pier inthe shadow of Telegraph Hill. 
For the moment, Johnson and O’Brien 
were through with their work and had 
time to relax with a cup of coffee. But 
when the liner was finally made fast to 
the shore, the two passenger agents were

among the first down the gang plank. 
They headed for another table set up 
for them inside the long, covered pier. 
Johnson helped O’Brien set up, and then 
went to a phone te put through the res- 
ervations they had made on board ship. 


As the passengers filed off the ship the 
people who had just made reservations 
came over to the SP table and had them 
confirmed, Additional people came over 
to make reservations, Normally Johnson 
has around 50 tickets to deliver on board 
the ocean liners, and he often will sell 
50 or sa more while there, 


By ten a. m. the men had finished 
their business and were heading back to 
the District Passenger Office in the Gen- 
eral Office building. In the afternoon, 
however, they would be out again, meet- 
ing the passenger ship President Cleve- 
land, arriving from the Orient. 


When Johnson is not visiting the 
ocean liners, he spends his time corres- 
ponding with overseas travel agencies, 
Most of the reservations he delivers on 
board ship are made this way.

SPs Foreign Freight Department is 
the source of some of the most un- 
usual and exotic freight shipments that 
travel over America’s railroads. Since 
the Company services the greatest ports 
on the Pacific Coast, freight from the 
Orient and countries that border the 
Pacific most often finishes its journey to 
the consumer on our lines. 


Firecrackers, tea and porcelainware 
from China and Japan, jute and bagging 
from India, coffee from Central and 
South America, nitrates from Peru, lead 
ore, sheep, wool and kangaroo hides 
from Australia, and pineapple from 
Hawaii, are just a few of the many 
types of freight that SP hauls away from 
the water fronts along the coast, Also, 
the Company, of course, hauls to the 
Pacific Coast ports the many manu- 
factured articles and raw materials that 
are exported overseas, 


Supervising the operation is’ SP’s 
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Foreign Freight Department in San 
Francisco, directed by Foreign Freight 
Agent M. T. Austin. His staff includes 
G. K. Williamson, custom agent; J. E. 
Colthurst and G. W. Ridley, city freight 
agents; Nancy Postel, diversion clerk; 
Dorothy Durbin, steno-clerk; Mary 
Mills, secretary; and Benno Wahler, ser- 
vice clerk. 

With the whole world as their busi- 
ness beat, the main job for the office is 
the solicitation of export and import 
freight. Many industrial firms maintain 
separate export-import sales departments 
that prefer to. deal with railroads, such 
as SP, that specialize in their type of 
traffic. Customhouse brokers, who deal 
exclusively in foreign traffic, and control 
trafic routing in many instances, not 
only have freight’ moving through the 
San Francisco Bay Area, but. through 
Mexico, Canada, Cuba and. Central 
and South American countries, ..and 
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Taking care of the many detalis necessary for handling foreign freight is this staff In the SE

many ports of entry other than the 
Pacific Coast. Close contact must be 
maintained with these people to insure 
that a large portion of the freight 
brought through the U.S. goes by way 
of SP. 

Some of the routine duties of Foreign 
Freight Department personnel concern 
arranging transportation to and from 
ports; furnishing shippers with informa- 
tion regarding documents necessary to 
mnake foreign shipments and seeing that 
the documents are properly prepared; 
arranging for booking of shipments with 
steamship lines, which often calls for 
full information regarding ocean rates, 
allocation of steamer space, where vessels 
are to dock and sailing dates; checking 
terminal charges involving transfer. of 
goods from car to ship; keeping shippers 
and eastern general agents informed re- 
garding whether specific shipments have 
been cleared at port and if steamer con- 
nection was made, and if not, arranging 
for terminal storage and rebooking. 

Foreign Freight Department also 
maintains close contact with organiza- 
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tions interested in the promotion and 
development of foreign commerce. For- 
eign Freight Agent M. T, Austin be- 
lieves that overseas shipments carried 
to and from port by SP Lines will con- 
tinue to increase, since the signing of 
the: Japanese Peace Treaty will un- 
doubtedly help to stimulate trade 
throughout the Orient.

Tovrea Station Force Gives Careful 
Attention to Movement of Livestock 


T Tovrea, Arizona, near Phoenix, 

- Southern Pacific serves one of the 
largest livestock pen feeding operations 
in the world. Operated by the Tovrea 
Land and Cattle Co., the plant consists 
of a public stockyard and livestock mar- 
ket, having a total of 236 individual pens 
that cover an area of 125 acres and have 
a capacity of 25,000 head of catile. Con: 
tinual expansion of the facilities is tak- 
ing place and it is very likely that the 
above figures will be obsolete by the 
time this article is printed. 


During the year 1950 SP brought 
97,439 head of cattle and 93,918 hogs 
into the stockyard, and forwarded 31,- 
496 head of cattle. In total, the Company 
handled 4,544 cars and 222,853 head of 
livestock there. And believe it or not, 
out of all the animals handled, there 
were only 76 claims filed for injured or 
dead livestock at Tovrea during 1950. 


According to J. F. Boulter, agent -at 
10 


Tovrea, the reason for the small number 
of claims is due largely to careful han- 
dling of trains in transit, careful atten- 
tion to feeding and watering instruc- 
tions enroute, and an accurate check 
of seal records, noting condition of ani- 
mals during unloading and reloading. 


Consignees occasionally will claim 
that the Company is responsible for ani- 
mals found crippled at time of unload- 
ing. If all transit records are complete, 
it can generally be proved that either 
sickness or disease is responsible for the 
condition of the animal and the railroad 
is not-at fault. 


Agent Boulter ‘points out ‘that ‘there 


“are a number of good and bad factors 


that affect the maintenance of complete 
records ‘and the proper. handling of live- 
stock, Among the bad ones are: 


1, Failure ‘of ‘conductors to Jeave com: 
plete, legible seal records:.on'-cars. un- 
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loaded at blind sidings and at agency 
stations when office is closed. 

2. Failure to follow up on crippled 
livestock unloaded, with veterinary diag- 
nosis obtained in questionable cases. 

3. Failure of agency and yard forces 
at feed and rest points to maintain an 
accurate check of livestock loaded and 
unloaded, and failure to note on waybills 
whether any dead or crippled animals 
are left at resting points or reloaded. 

Some of the things that prevent claims 
and insure delivery of livestock in good 
condition are: 

1. Periodical checking of loading 
chutes, platforms and holding pens to 
see that they are clean and free from 
dampness. Chute gates must work prop- 
erly to prevent cattle from being in- 
jured during loading and unloading, 

2. Study and compliance with animal 
handling instructions contained in FPM- 
&SS Circular 23, Revision A. 

3. Immediately reporting te special 
agents any shortages that cannot be ac- 
counted for. 

4, Loading and unloading animals 
carefully, using no poles or prods that 
could cause injury, 

5. Making certain not to accept any 
animals for shipment that are sick or 
crippled. Animals which have been 
freshly dehorned, vaccinated, tipped or 
branded should not be accepted until 
wounds have sufficiently healed to pre- 
vent re-opening or hemorrhaging in 
transit. Animals that have been so 
treated should not be shipped until their 
nerves are sufliciently quieted. 

Agent Boulter has found that con- 
ferences with shippers, consignees and 
handlers have done much to hold claims 
at Tovrea to a minimum. Everyone is 
interested in arresting claims, since 
they mean a profit to neither the carrier 
nor the customer, 

“In short,” Boulter says, “claim pre- 
vention is.a short cut to amiable cus- 
tomer relations.”

How We're Helping 
To Reduce Claims 


SST. General Yardmaster N. D. 
Christenson and Engine Foreman 
Lincoln Smith, San Francisco Yard, 
were recently asked what their forces 
were doing to help promote the freight 
claim prevention program. 

Both Christenson and Smith were 
quick to respond that proper handling 
of cars by yard personnel is one of the 
most important factors in reducing the 
damage bill. They stated that they are 
continuously campaigning for proper 
car handling by men under their super- 
vision and are always on the alert to 
see that coupling impacts don’t exceed 
four miles an hour, They also closely 
watch to see that yardmen use the 
proper hand signals to engineers and 
that the engineers comply with them 
quickly. Careful attention is also given 
to switching with shorter cuts of cars to 
avoid excessive slack action. 

Check of FPM&SS files discloses that 
Engine Foreman Smith’s crew had only 
two overspeed impacts charged against 
it during the first eight months of 1951, 
When yard work is supervised by such 
competent and interested men as Chris- 
tenson and Smith, results like this are 
bound to occur,

Harry Kuehn Closes 49 
Years Of Safe Service 


ARRY KUEHN, San Joaquin Divi- 

sion yardman, retired Jast month 
at the age of 70 after 49 years of rail- 
roading. That's an enviable record, but 
it doesn’t tell the whole stery. During 
those 49 years Kuehn did not suffer a 
single reportable injury—a safety record 
that is hard to beat. 

However, there were occasions when 
he might have wound up on the ICC in- 
juries Jist, not for carelessness but for 
heroism. 


Back in 1912, in Fresno, Kuehn 
spotted an elderly man unwittingly 
crossing the tracks in front of a moving 
passenger train. He sprinted to the man, 
jumped in front of the train himself, 
and pulled him clear, undoubtedly sav- 
ing his life. 

In 1916 and again in 1925, Kuehn 
dropped his brakeman’s ‘club to fight 
fires in warehouses located along the 
track -where he was working. In cach 
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case he was unhurt, proving that even 
when he faced danger he knew how 
to avoid accidents to himself. 

Kachn was born on August 12, 1881 
at Minersville, Pa. He worked for the 
Pennsy as a yardman from January to 
October 1902, and entered SP service 
in November of 1902, working in the 
stores and shops until June 1906 when 
hw transferred to the Operating Depart- 
ment as a yardman at Fresno. 

As the picture above shows, Harry 
Kuehn is hale and liearty and carries 
his 70 years lightly. And that’s undoubt- 
edly duc to his long and proud safety 
record.

(mixed with a little cold water) 


Cut up and wash chicken, cover with 
water and cook gently (covered) about 
3 hours. When done, cool, and remove 
meat from bones. In the stock cook 
onions and celery until transparent, then 
add soy sauce and chicken. Fifteen min- 
utes before serving time, put in the bean 
sprouts; cook a very few minutes, then 
stir in the cornstarch-and-water com- 
bination to thicken the mixture slightly.

Mix together in a bowl 1 Ib. ground 
beef; % lb. ground pork or sausage; 
1 cup raw rice; drained pulp of one 
No. 2 can of tomatoes; 2 tablespoons 
chili powder; 2 teaspoons salt, Cover 6 
or 8 big cabbage leaves with very hot 
water io soften. Remove leaves from 
water and put a big spoonful of the 
meat mixture in the center of each.

1% teaspoon salt 
1 cup chopped nuts 

Cream sugar and shortening until 
fluffy. Add egg and beat hard, Stir in 
melted chocolate. Add buttermilk and 
vanilla, then stir in flour sifted with 
soda and salt. Add nuts. Drop by tea- 
spoonfuls on ungreased baking sheets 
and bake 12 to 15 minutes in moderate 
even (350°), Makes about 3 dozen soft, 
rich cookies.

A STRIKING ILLUSTRATION of how the railway tax burden has increased 
is shown by a comparison of the number of days the railroads required 
each year to earn enough money to pay their taxes. In 1920, for instance, 
the entire operating revenues of the Class I railroads for 17 days were 
required to pay their federal, state and local taxes. To pay the railroads’ 
taxes in 1930, their total revenues for 24 days were required; in 1940, their 
total revenues for 34 days were required, and in 1950 their total revenues for 
46 days were required. Thus the burden of taxation in proportion to earnings 
‘was more than two and one-half times greater in 1950 than it was thirty 


years ago.
